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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 1 1-24-2006, which has been entered. 
Claims 3-4 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the curve track 
including first and second outer guides for engaging the inner circumferential sides of 
said rollers' as in claim 1, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
r Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is not 
proper to include legal terms in the specification. Therefore, the legal term "said" in 
pages 1 and 3, should be changed to -the--. In page 4, it is not clear is the sentence

between line 15 and line 19 is a sub-title. It is suggested to delete the sentence because 
it creates confusion in deciding its nature. In page 5, line 10, the sub-title "DETAIL 
DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION and CLAIMS which follows below' should be only 
be -DETAIL DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION- and should be on a single line. 
Note the sub-title should be on a single line. The specification is missing the sub-title - 
Summary of the invention--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 4, it is not clear as to the difference between 
the chain and the rollers. As understood, a chain comprises rollers. Therefore, the 
rollers are part of the chain and cannot be separated. In addition, the intended scope of 
the phrase "outer circumferential side of the chain being open" is unclear and confusing. 
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In claim 1, the phrase "the chain moves polygonally with the sprocket" is unclear 
because while the chain links moves polygonally with the sprocket, the roller moves 
rotationally along the circumference of the sprocket. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 3-4, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Takeda (5,320,582). Takeda discloses a transfer chain guide comprising 
a chain (2), which is entrained around a pair of sprockets (1, V), a travel limit guide 
pressing the inner circumferential of the rollers (2b), the rollers being meshed with the 
teeth of the sprockets; a curved track (4). Takeda discloses the curve section of the 
track guides the rollers so that the winding angle of the chain is kept constant around 
the sprocket and the traveling orbit is kept at a constant value irrespective of the angular 
direction of the sprocket; the chain links as shown in fig. 5 moves polygonally with the 
sprocket and the rollers are spaced apart at desired pitches and being mesh with the 
sprocket. As shown in fig. 5, the curve track includes first and second outer guides for 
engaging the inner circumferential side of the rollers. It is apparent that the outer guides 
in combination with the travel-limiting guide (3) presses on the inner circumferential side 
of the chain and the inner circumferential side and the guide enabling rollers of different 
radii.

7. In claim 4, it is apparent that the curved track is formed by two arc-shape curves 
such that the arc having a common inflection point which is the point of contact between 
the two arcs. 

Double Patenting 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

9. Claims 3-4 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 7,01 1 ,207. 
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Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because: they are obvious variations in breath and scope. 

Citation 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Margies (2,128,310), Schmidt (6,213,462), Gunschera 
(6,402,137), EP (071 1725) DE (443192) and UK (422,184) disclose a chain guide 
having a curved section.
